The depot, a small city in itself, 
has been doing all the purchasing 
for the Aimy for the last 143 years. 
Normally the annual purchases ran 
in the mere millions.

$10,OC0,0C0, jumping to 150 times 
than in 1942. 
Housing 15.000 officers, enlisted 
men, civilian employees and civil­ 
ian specialists, the depot now' oc­ 
cupies 
100 
acres in Philadelphia, 
maintains its own police and fire 
departments, railroad and fleet of 
modern buses, and utilizes 3,000,- 
060 square feet of floor space, 
iiggest Job Ever 
The depot, which has procured 
the supplies for the Army for every 
war 
but the 
Revolutionary, 
has 
never had a job approaching 
the 
one it has today. 
Anticipating 
an 
Army 
of 10.CO0.C00, the 
quarter­ 
master general has to be ready to 
supply 
clothing, 
equipment 
and 
personal items for every soldier and 
WAAC in any climate and in any 
part of the world. 
Executives and employees a t the 
reservation say that it isn't enough 
of e headache to handle one of the 
largest purchasing volumes in the 
world, but 
in addition they are 
cl ten ca’led upon to produce emer­ 
gency supplies Yesterday on orders 
that, sometimes aren't received un­ 
til Tomorrow! 
The largest, customer of the tex­ 
tile industry in the world, the de­ 
pot not only buys every item of 
clothing for soldiers, including un­ 
derwear, gloves, 
neckties,

the steel we u se Isn ’t en ou gh to 
be missed ,” he said - 
“Besid es,” he ad d ed , "the gov­ 
ern men t can see that racin g is 
ben efitin g the war program.

the army an d n avy relief fu n d s are 
gettin g a cou ple of million d ollars."

Pa. - a nett 
fluorescent material which giv es off 
a warm yellow light when expose 
to ultra-v iolet rays, instead of 
glaring white or bluish-white color 
characteristic of present day fiuov . 
escent lighting, has been discov ered 
by Dr. W. A. Weyl, professor of 
glass technology in the ceramics de- 
partm ent at the Pennsylv ania State 
college. 
The new fluorescent is expected 
to hav e wide application in the 
modern 
illumination 
of 
homes 
stores, factories, and theaters Trie 
new 
material 
not 
only produces 
light of a radically new color, but 
it also 
retains, 
unlike 
prev ious 
fluorescents, 
the power to emit 
light ev en if the material contains 
impurities 
in the form of iron or 
nickel. Also, the substance glows 
without the addition to its compo­ 
sition of 
an activ ating agent Uke 
manganese, a necessary element in 
present fluorescents. 
These new 
properties 
simphfv 
and make more 
economical the 
manufacture of the new fluorescent 
in comparison with those prev ious^ 
discov ered, it was stated. A labor­ 
atory dev elopment, it is not yet 
av ailable to the public. 
The discov ery came about as a 
result of research by Dr. Weyl in* 
co-operation with the American Op- 
tical Co.
